Some farmers aro inclinoil to Ijo shift- 
leas or neglectful, doing tilings liy the 
halves, alwnys saying "it will do for thi^ 
time," and only suecoeding hy tho liulve.s. 

Now, this wiin not tho way with Thoniiis 
Thrifty; lie always did everything tho- 
roughly and riyht; and tho ro.inlt. was. lie 
gonernUy succeeded, and never had to 
complain of "bad luck," like his ncij^h- 
■hour Shiftless, who was con.-itantly Im- 
juonning liiB bad luck. Both fcirmcd u 
stropg habit of action— one of thorougli- 
ness; the other, of "'it will do;"' this hubit 
is a -wonderfully powerful agency; get 
into tiiQ habit of doing everything riglit, 
and it boconiea easy and etfoctive; or, 
form tho lialiit of Ix'iiig neglectful, iiiul it 
■ ia hard to got ov.i (jf that rut or truck. 

Tiiko good ciiio uf stoi.'l:; fci.'d tbciii 
well and uniformly, in well Hholtered 
l)laceH, and not.neghgenUy, with tho lazy 
man's phraso— "it will do" — and yon will 
prosper, and have jiciicn. 

Take good euro of ycmr to de;, and not 
leave them in tho fudd and :;t<)riii, whi-re 
' the'wood work will vol, and tliti iron 
inat. Mr. Shiftless left his idnugU and 
harrow in the liehls wliore ho last used 
them, and always lost time, when ip tiio 
greatest hurry, in going after them. But 
Mr. Thrifty always ])Ut them in a siife 
l)lnco. when douo with them ; and coniic- 
qiieatly, know whore to hud them, iu 
good order, when wanted, at short no- 
tioe. 

Take caro of fences and gate, and not 
leave them down or open, to some moii' 
oonvenient reason, till oaUlo liii'd hogs go 
through, and do more mischiof then ton 
times tho cost of repairing fences iu the 
right time, or shutting tho gate. 

Take care of your crop.s, cleaning out 
weeds and brushes, stenes and .stumps, 
hoforo you break your tools and lose your 
tompor. Thrifty always picked thorn up, 
and took them out of tho field, when haul- 
ing tbom tlio first time, and place d tlic-m 
ahjng tho lino of fence, not piling tiioni 
up in the fiohl, to bother tho plough and 
harvest every soasun, by which much 
. time of man and team would bo constantly 
lost; the brush and roots wore burnt, and 
not left to break tools and wasto the 
Otpv, at every h.-r vest— and ho found the 
rignt way was tho boat,

OCaiOUS AND EXCISE. 

Mr. Bunstor moved that this House re- 
Bolro itself into aCommitteo of the Whole 
to consider tho expediency of altering the 
Customs dutiei on certain articles to be 
described in tho petition, and also th? Ex- 
cise, in order to afford protection to agri- 

• pultararand manufacturing interests in 
this Province. 

Mr. Bunster said he Iiad no doubt that 
ho would bo told that wo had no power to 
deal with tho matter.i attended to in the 
resolution; but he believed wo had. He 
said that the country had been seriously 
injured by the Canadian TariH. He did 

- ^ i^not thiuk it necesaarjr to take up the t ime 

of the House on a topic which all were bo 
well acquainted. He spoke of some huck- 
sters who would like to bo coiiaicierod 
merchants, and who ho declared had rush- 
ed headlong into tho Canadian Tariff 
' without knowing well what they were 
about. {Mr. McCroight— No, no.) Mr. 

Bunster-^the hon, gentleman says.no no, 

'' 'ho perhaps represents the huokiters. 

Hon. Mr. McCreight appealed to the 
Speaker to know if Mr. Bunster had the 
right to speak of his uoustituoutit iu that 
manner. 

Mr. Bunster continued to describe the 
condition of the country, which, he said, 
'was ruined ITy the Canadian Tariff; and 
hoped that there ..would be no objection 
to the forming of a oommittoo on this 
point; it ought to haTO been attondtid to 
before, but liottor late than never. 

Mr. Booth agreed with Mr. Bunster, 
respecting tho general discontent of tho 
agricultural portion of the population, 
but did not approve of the means i propos- 
ed to alter the matter. He thought that 
it would be best to pass a resolution ask- 
ing our raombera at Ottawa to use their 
best iutluonco to amolioriate tho condition 
'• ^ of tbe agrioulturaliiit. Ho offered anamoud- 
nj'ent refe'ring the matter to tho care of 
'our-Tepresentative at Ottawa. 
rMr. BobHttn^as adtohished tliat such 

- an amehdiiient should be moved, und ho 
hoped tho hon. member would read tho 
resolution. 

Tho Speaker said tho whole discussion 
was irregular. 

Mr. DoCosmoH asked the hon. gentle- 
man to withdraw his resolution. 
- Mr. Boberison thought that tho riglit 
of dealing with the TarilT was strictly re- 
served to tho Dominion Government. Wb 
had no power to dnal witli the matter, ho 
thought it was undignified for the IIoubo 
to supplicate tho members sent to Ottawa 
to do thus and so and probably bo told 
. that thoy oould and would say that they 
took their instructions from their oonsti- 

• tuents, not from the House. He review- 
ed the case on all sides, dochu'cd that 

;.' all wo could get by any action on this 
subject was to bo snubbod, and hoped tho 

■ .-'i -'hon. member would not place the Houso 

Id a false position; ho would vote 
against both tho amendment and tho re- 
solution. 

Mr. Humphreys contended that tho 
amendment of tho hon. raorabor for Cow- 
ichan was projudicial to tho interests of 
the agriculturalists and ho was aatonish- 
, «d at any such amendment being brought 
in by a member from a farming district, 
and said that when a member of tho Otta- 
wa House spoke in his place respecting 
protection none of our members hud a 
word to say. Ho differed from the mombpr 
for Cowicljan as to his opinion as to tho 
membors sent to Ottawa who had never 
attempted to sooure anything for us, we 
wero told they blid applied here and there,

thing definite it was impossible to getnny- 
thing uloar out of them.ovyn tho Promior, 
and the conclusion we must come to was, 
that tho Ottawa membertj cither could not 
or would not do anything. Ho nvpueii 
with th« m^Udi^ibr^Esqnimalt that it 
would be uhdigtiifted to appeal to them. 
The House was a better reflection of tlio 
opinion and wishes of tho peoi.do than 
the gontloinon we had sent to Ottawa. Ho 
commonted severely on the behaviour of 
tho Government, one of whoag most pro- 
miuont members had pledged himself to 
do all h9.oo]ild>jif9^'(.t.hoVagrioulturAli8t8, 
and heohallengod them to explain why ho 
was nuablo or unwilling to mako good his 
wordrt. A largo portion of tho colony, 
07onin Victoria, was in favor of a inotli- 
fication of tho Tariff, and if it wa:i made a 
tost question, no member oatsiQe of Yio- 
toria city who refused to support it would 
bo returned. Even tho miners of Cariboo 
would'boin favor of it. Hehoped the 
resolution would pass. 

Mr. DoCosmos congratulated the hon. 
monibor for Lillooet on tho oloqneut 
speech ho had made, but lio could roniuiu- 
her the time when the hon. geutloman wns 
not so anxious to speak on that Bubjout, 
and would not vote for it unless ho was 
sure ho was in a majority. 

Mr. Humjjhreys contradicted this asser- 
tion. 

Mr. DeCosmos reiterated his clmrgo. 

Mr. HumphrovH — Prove it. 

Mr, DoCosmos — My Avord is Hulliciont, 
(Laughter all over tho House. ) Tho hon. 
Premier went on to deny tho assertions 
made by Mr. Humphreys, and defied any 
one to prove the contrary. Ho promised 
to bring down a measure which would, af- 
ford full satisfaction to tho agricultural- 
ists, and said ho had always boon in favor 
of tiio Tiiriir and hoped thiit when tli(! 
moasuro came before the iloiiso In; would 
hud the hon, gontlcuian from Lillooet 
triio to his (ioUirs. 

Mr. Walkem said with tho exception of 
the mover and seconder everybody was 
out of order, tho question was whether 
the Houso should go into committco or 
not and tho Houso hud nothing to do at 
pro.sent with the merits of the question. 

Mr. McCreight thought Mr.Bun.stor was 
mailing a stalking-horso of tho Houso, and 
did not think.he ought to takoupthe time 
of tho {House with maters which might 
be better attended to else wliero. 

Mr. Smithe rose to support the resolu- 
tion. The question was one of tho utmost 
importance to the country, every member 
in the House would admit thiit tho inter- 
ests of tho farming oommuuitios wero 
paramount to all others, and it was naelesa 
lor any one'to deny that the ofTeot of the 
Canadian Tariff had been very serious in- 
deed on tho interests of tho farmers. This 
fact was proved by the agricultural dis- 
tricts throughout the Province. Ho had 
fought against the introduction of the 
Canadian Tariff .because he foresaw tho 
result that would ensue. We had now 
had two years' experience of its operation 
and every intelligent, unprejudiced man 
must admit that tho farming interests 
waro being absolutely ruined by it. With 
regard to what the member for Esqnimalt 
said about placing ourselves iu a ridicu- 
lous position by first voting for the Cana- 
dian Tariff and then after two years asking 
to have it modified, he (Mr. Smithe) 
would say that because wo had doao 
wrong oneo that w.is no reasnn why wo 
should perpctuato our folly, besides cir- 
onmatancos had changed in the Houso. 
Then wo liad the McCreight Administra- 
tion which was iu favor of the Canadian 
Tariff. Now we have , a Governmen 
supposed to bo in nooord withtiio pooplo, 
and there could bo nothing wrong in the 
HoTisn under this QovernnuMit going 
against anything that m.iy have been 
done under a previous Government. Ho 
did not believe in tho amonduent of his 
colleague, especially now that we aro on 
tho eve of an election. The people can 
instruct the men they send to Ottawa 
themselves, and we could strengthen 
tlieir hands by communicating directly 
with tho Ottawa Goverumonl upon the 
subject. He was very soriy to hoar tho 
hon. Premier say what ho had said about 
the hon. member for Lilhxietan.l hissu])- 
port of tho niodiflod tiiriiV. Ho (Mr. 
Smithe) oonsidorod tho remarks most un- 
warrantable and unjustillidjle. Every 
member must know that when the real 
fight for tho tarilTtook place in fh.it lluu^:e 
tho member for Lillooet .stood in his 
place and spoke eloquently and fought 
manfully in favor of the modification, and 
whon the vote was cnst voted with tho glo- 
rious minority in favor of it (hear). It 
seemed to him (Mr. Sinithej that the Pre- 
mier himself was tho perjou wIkj had 
proved himself to bo afraid of Ihu (|ues- 
tion unless he had a majority to support 
him; for it was well ^nown. that daring 
the first session of this Parliament ho had 
deserted tho faithful few who were strug- 
gling for tho tariff iu tho hour of their ut- 
most need (Cheers). Wiieu tlio agrioul- 
tural membors waited on the I'reniier and 
bogged him to stay and help to tight the 
tariff' question out ho said: "Oh, it's no 
uao; W9 cannot carry it; thoy have a 
majority against us." Ho (Mr. Smithe) 
thought, therefore, that tho Premier him- 
self occupied tho very po.sition lio had 
tried BO unjustly to place Mr. Humph- 
reys in. That, in short, ii was ho(iMr. I)e- 
Cosmos) who had bounafnd.l to defend the 
Modified Tariff' without a majority to back 
him andnot tbemember for Lillooet (up- 
plauso). Mr. Smithe ooncludeil by Hiiyin;,' 
he would vole for the resolution, and ;iat 
down amid applause. 

Mr. DeUosnioR denied tho nssortion of 
tho member for C'owichan. Ho siiid that 
ho had declared at a caucus hold by the 
friends of the Modified Tariff, that ho 
would remain at any inconvonioncc to 
himself if a meabure dealing with tho aub- 
joet c(juld be carried and tho hon. nioni- 
ber for Lillooet had aaid that ho would 
not vote for it unless it could bo car- 
ried. 

Mr. Humphreys called on all who were 
present at that meeting to state their re- 
collections on tho subject, and hu was 
confident they would refute tho assort ions 
of the Premier. 

Mr. Smith doclared that the acceptiuico 
of'tho Canadian Tariff was undoubtedly 
tho most unfortunate net of thesessloni in 
which it was iiassod. It might be said in 
extenuation tnat the Houso was yonng 
and inoxperien 'od whon thoy eounnilted 
tlii.s iniaehiovous nnd bungling deed. To- 
day all our oycs wore opened (Hoar hear). 
Ho spoke of thj live stock and produce 
which wore accumulating in large quan- 
tities on tha.Mfl>ijaj|igi^.';|p£,whi0h\: there 
was no marketraiid *o6nienaed't>that the 
Houso ought to pass the resolution. 

Mr. Boaven said ho T^^oleotod to 
support tho Canadian Tariff^ hfl would not 
have been elected if he had not done so. 
He had not heard since of any dissatisfac- 
tion amongst his oonstituento OS to his 
course.

In the cour.io of a speech at Ivingsfon, 
recently, Sir John Macdonald referred to 
Mr Mnckenzio'rt Pacilic llnilway policy, 
which was a broach of a solemn contract 
entered into with British Columbia and 
the.. Iniporiol^G6V6rn.iftent:;i2j^;4,thiBj.5^^^^ 
Mackenzie commits fdi-'the flrst'^timc' in 
Canada a breach of tho iiublio faith. Tlin 
original contract says that tho ]?aihvay 
was to be coninionecd within two years 
and comj)loted in ton, and it was to bo 
built through Canadian territory. Tor 
this breaeli of faith, British Columbia lia.s 
a right to secede, for this was one of the 
conditions of Coufedoratiou. Tho Queon 
aud tho Tniuerial Parliament would not 
allow that breach of faith, and as honor 
rcignod supronio in tho Iiuiiorial Parlia- 
ment, they would repudiate the idea of 
having a hand in causing tho breach. 
My Govorniuont got a pledge from ling- 
lund that tliov would endorse -bonds jfor 
four and a half millions storling to build 
the road. AYe wanted no railroads for the 
United States as Mr Macken/Jo wanted, 
and wo would have no hormorjdiodite sys- 
tem of transport, carrying away tho great 
produce of tho West from Canada (Olioers 
Thoy would have to give ui> that jjolicyor 
give up British Columbia and tho endorse- 
ment of England. 

Mn. Akdebson's B\iLw-iY KofTj;.— Wo 
have hefino us a skotch nia]) of a route 
for tho Railway through British Colum- 
bia prepared by C. Anderson, Esq., who, 
travelled throngb tho country, has made 
eitensivo notes of its topographioal char- 
acteristics, and is personally cognizant of 
tho advantages lobe gained by the adop- 
tion of tho route. Mr. Anderson jn-oposes 
to bring tho road iu by Teto Juane Cache 
and, to avoid tho dilliculties iircHonted by 
tho Cariboo range, lie would make a diver- 
gence of about iioU miles to the north, 
through a country comparatively level — 
that is, with a rise of from 5 to 7 feet to 
tho mile, — and ronnito with tho lino al- 
ready surveyed on tho borders of tho 
Chilooatin country. Tho difliculty pre- 
sented by the Carihoo I'ango is at present 
supposed to bo insurinountablo— at least, 
no practicable route through it has yet 
been discovered. By the adoption of ithe 
detour it is claimed that millions of dol- 
lars may bo saved ; and the expediency of 
bringing tho lino to Es(juimalt, apart 
from the question of promise, will be es- 
tablished. A copy of this sketch isin the 
hands of iMr. Marcus Smith, who is now 
at Ottawa.

A 
Mr. Molvil, Mio sou, we believe, of tho 
late Bev. Henry Melvil, tho celebrated 
Indian preacher, and an employee in tho 
public service of India, has lately turn- 
ed out a Mahomedun and carried out his 
coiivictio.us^toayTery practical. issue by 
marrying, as his hWcreiid' allows him, 
aiiotluu- wife. This, of course jints his 
EnropiMii wifo in a very jiainful position. 
I o inako it manifest; that it is not from 
having taken a liking to somo Hindoo 
beauty that ho has changed his creed, it 
is .said that Mr. M 's betrothed is only 
some live years old, and of course under 
tho care of her parents. What, llion, 
will the Government authorities do? 
There aro in iny public servants iu India 
who are Muhomodans and possossod of a 
plurality of wives. Thoy are not disturb- 
ed on that account. Is there any reason 
why Mr. Melvil should not enjoy tho 
same liberty? Mfihomedans dftbn become 
Christians, and iis the resulfo'f that put 
many women in a very painful position 
by nil tho former wives being parted with 
but tho original one. Can tho coiivorso 
of that not lio tolerated? And if not, why 
not? And if not, where is lilierty of cou- 
Huieiico? And would Mr. Melvil, in the 
event of his being,, tjismissed from 
public service," not b"e' suffering for oon- 
sciouce sake? If pol;»gainy is recognized 
as no bar of ollioo HO far as liis now co- 
religionists aro concerned, whv should it 
be for him? And yet if he is allowed to 
marry as many wives as lie choosos, why 
may not Mormons do tho same? 

TiiKER years ago an Triidi lad, O'Connor 
by name, attoniiitod with a broken and 
unloaded pistol to frighten Queon Vic- 
toria into signing a pardon for tho Fenian 
priaoiiors. At the trial the dofonco of in- 
sanity was sot up unsuccessfully, and ho 
was sentenced to a year's imprisonment 
with hard labour, and .twenty-five lashes 
with the cat. It is said that the sentence 
was not carried out, that he novor was 
submitted to hard labour, that ho did not 
receive any flogging, that the form of his 
imprisonment was reduced from twelve to 
eight months, and that at tho ond of that 
time he received an outfit from Govern- 
ment and went to Australia. Various rea- 
sons are assigned for this clemency, tho 
principal being that Hc-r Majusl^ iunk u 
kind interest in tho boy. and that ho gave 
ovidonco of insanity u'ftcr heing sent to 
Clerkonwoll. However, heisnowin Aus- 
tralia, and has recently sent .some letters 
in verse to the Queen.
